But let us leave to Anglicus to settle tho 
knotty point whether he or the Colonist. be 
mistaken, or, (to adopt the more elegant lan. 
guage of the latter) tell a falsehood. A more 
important consideration is whether the Laws 
and Regulations of (his Colony secure the 
Slave from the privations and hardships which 
have rendered Slavery detestable in the eycs 
of every civilized Nation in Europe ; and 
on (bis point [ would gladly invite informae 


tion, and. propose the subject to some of the 


Dutch Gentlemen whose knowledge of the 
Customs as well as Laws of the Society in this 
respect more peculiarly qualify them to ine 
form us, : 

Ll will readily admit that in. the Town ‘of 
Batavia the Slaves are, generally speaking, of 
that class who may be termed Domestic 
Slaves, aud that the very circumstance ‘of 
their being domesticated not ouly places thèm 
to a far difcrent siunatian from the Slatcs 
who work in the Plantations in the Weste 
India Islands, but also renders the life of sotne 
of them considerably more easy and comforte 
able than it would be in the uncivilized coune 
try from which they are brought, but although 
thus much may be admitted with regard to the 
Domestic Slaves of the European Colonists, 
it cannot be extended to the Slaves who ara 
the property ef Chinese or others—or who 
are made to laboar in the Sugar and Arrack 
Manafacturies;s and, in some instances, in 
the Private Estates. Thesc form a, numerous 
class, to whom no greater protection is ex. 
tended than to the others—and with them 
there is no present ease to reconcile them 
to the miseries of Slavery. An argument 
has been often used. that when. Domestic 
Slaves are emancipated, they prefer remaining 
with their Master on the same terr:s on which 


they lived as Slaves, and bare no idea of eu. 


jeying their freedom. But this is easily ac. 
counted for, in considering the state of igno. 
rance in.which they are brought up and re. 
tained, and it only points out the uecessity of 
makiag public provision for this class of 
people, and of establishing the meáns of im. 
proving their habits of industry and at the 
sane time their civilization and comfort, by 
giving them the fruits of that industry. 

This part of the subject, however, it would 
“át present be premature {o disguss==our pre. 
Ent question is what limits the law has 
placed against the harsh treatment of Slaves, 
what right they possess to obtain freedom by 
the profts of their own labour, and ín how 
far their masters have legal authority to pun. 
jsh or ill treat them; for it is uot sufficient to 
gay they are well treated—they have the per- 
sonal rights of man, aad unless the Laws of 
this Colony- protect them, and punish the 
master who misuses his authority, those laws 
are defective, and Slavery in Java is Justly 
Hable to the same imputation of eruelty, in. 
humanity, and infamy, which the veice of 

Zurope waites to attach to the trafhic. 

Now we kuow thata Slave has been (and 
consequently may be) sent to jail and re- 
Main there a yearand a half without trial, 
because, being a Slavé, his master might ree 
tain him there while he chose to pay the ex- 
peuce of feeding him—we know also that the 
purishment of arbitrary whipping with rat- 
tans is inficted by the masters of Staves with. 
out.previous reference to the Officers of Po. 
lice established by Government to take cug- 
pizance of offences. We have seen instances 
‘where Slaves hare been sent to be punished 
on suspiciou, and in order to extort eoufcs. 
Eion of a supposed theft—and we are told 
that instances used to occur where Slaves 
were, at (he request of tlieir owners, put a- 
mong the public criminals to work in irons=—= 
for all (his we have heard a rcason assigued 
that the master of a Slave would not deprive 
himself of the man's services without good 
causv, and it may therefore be presumed that 
the Slave deserves the punishment he meects 
with—But, will your Correspondent the Co- 
Tonist inform as if. this be according to Colo. 
‘pial Law? If it be, it is a disgrace to hu. 
manity, and loudly calls for the interference 
of those authorities who have the power, whe- 
ther they be Dutch or English, to abolish 

“sacha system, and to give to our fellow crea. 
ture, whether Free-man or Slavc;, the right to 
be tried by the public authorities, before he 
is punished. 

And why should we doubt that both Eng. 
lish and Dutch wouid unite in the cause? 
The latter sarely vught to be rouzed by the 
‘spirit of their aacestors to do their utmost in 
preventing the horrors of Slavery—afor Hol. 
land derived ìts origin as a Nation from the 
devotion of its Ínhabitants to the cause of 
Freedom, the Republic has prospered most 
while Freedom was the watchword' of its 
Governors, and even now a limited Monarchy; 
the form of Government uader which the 
practical effects of Freedom have been more 
sensibly felt (han under any other, is held 
out as the surest mode of relief from those 
sufferings which, during the last twenty years, 
had destroyed its independance and even its 
„name as a Nation.

„Dutch Colonists, sharing in those liberal and 
‘humane ideas, which will, Undoubtedly be 
found to prevail in the Mother country, will 
cordially unite to anaul the Regulations and 
“customs under which, daring a less enlighten.
